The Pu b lic Service Commission, designed ab ove 
all things to see to it tha t the people get a 
squ are deal, su re ru b b ed it in on Ru shville gas 
patrons in their ru ling of M arch 16, cau sing an 
increase of over 100 percent to b e added to gas 


b ills. 
The commission, not satisfied w ith increasing 
the rates, even didn't play squ are with the gas 
consu mers b y giving them a chance to econo­ 
mize. The order went into effect fifteen days b e­ 
fore the decision was annou nced. 
If the order 
had b een issu ed effective April 1, it wou ld have 
enab led gas consu mers to have fifteen days in 
which to prepare and economize, b u t as it is the 
consu mer pays the high rate lor gas consu med 
u nder the su pposed old rate. 
To illu strate the fact tha t the commission is 
not sincere in protecting the rights of the pu b lic, 
let u s review some facts. The controversy b e­ 
tween the city of Ru shville and the Sou theastern 
Indiana Power Company, for lights to seivc elec­ 
tric patrons in the vicinity of Ru shville, was filed 
with the commission last Octob er and the evi­ 
dence heard a few weeks later. 
The petition for the gas com pany’s increase 
was filed and heard in Decemb er. 
The state 
legislatu re m et in Janu ary for a 61 day session 
which closed last week. After the legislatu re 
closed, then the two ru lings were retu rned in the 
Rushv ille cases. 
The commission cou ld have retu rned its de­ 
cisions weeks ago. They wranted to wait u ntil 
after the legislatu re qu it and it is qu ite likely 
tha t other commu nities in Indiana were faced 
with the same prob lem in pending cases. 
Of the two ru lings retu rned here, the gas 
com pany’s petition was b y far the most u nfaii 
b ecau se it affects almost everyone. However, the 
gas consu mers are to b lame in a large measu re 
b ecau se they failed to take any interest in the 
hearing. A large nu m b er signed a rem onstrance, 
b u t when the hearing was held, no one appeared 
volu ntarily and offered evidence complaining

ab ou t service. 
The city adm inistration offered 
the services of their legal staff and when the 
hearing was held, it was necessary for the attor­ 
neys to go ou t and get witnesses. 
The ru ling of the commission for increased gas 
rates will b enefit two u tilities, the m u nicipal 
electric plant and the Sou theastern Indiana 
Power company. Each of these can now make a 
b id along the gas rou tes for electrifying homes 
and there is little dou b t b u t w hat each will soon 
b egin active cam paigns to edu cate the people 
tha t cooking w ith electricity is more economical 
them with the high price gas.

“Many hou sewives 
are su ffering from chronic carb on monoxide 
poisoning b ecau se of cooking on gas ranges 
which do not insu re complete comb u stion of the 
gas.”

HIGHER GAS RATES . 


The Public Service Commission, designed above 


all things to see to it that the people, get a. 
square deal, sure rubbed it in on RushvUle gas 
patrons in their ruling of March 16, causing an 
increase of over 100 percent to be added to gas 
bills. 


The commission, not satisfied with increasing 


the rates, even didn't play square with the gas 
consumers by giving them a chance to econo- 
mize. The order went into effect fifteen days be- 
fore the decision was announced. If the order 
had been issued effective April 1, it would have 
enabled gas consumers.to have fifteen days in 
which to prepare and economize, but as it is the 
consumer pays the high rate for gas consumed 
under the supposed old rate. 


To illustrate the fact that the commission is 


not sincere hi protecting the rights of the public, 
let us review some facts. The controversy be- 
tween the city of RushviUe and the Southeastern 
Indiana Power Company, for rights to serve elec- 
tric patrons in the vicinity of RushviUe, was filed 
with the commission last October and the evi- 
dence heard a few weeks later. 


The petition for the gas company's increase 


was filed and heard in December. The. state 
legislature met in January for a 61 day session 
which closed' last week. After the legislature 
closed, then the two rulings were returned in the 
RushviUe cases. 


The commission could have returned its de- 


cisions weeks ago. They wanted to wait until 
after the legislature quit and it is quite likely 
that other communities in Indiana were faced 
with the same problem in pending cases. 


Of the two rulings "returned here, the gas 


company's petition was by far the most unfair 
because it affects almost everyone. However, the 
gas consumers are to blame in a large measure 
because they failed to take any interest hi the 
hearing. A large number signed a remonstrance, 
but when the hearing was held, no one appeared 
voluntarily and offered evidence complaining 


about service. The city a&ninistration offered 
the services of then- legal stiaff and when the 
hearing was held, it was necessary for the attor- 
neys to go out and get witnesses. 


The ruling of the commission for increased gas 


rates will benefit two utilities, the municipal 
electric plant and the Southeastern Indiana 
Power company. Each of these can now make a 
bid along the gas routes for electrifying homes 
and there is little doubt but what each will soon 
begin- active campaigns to educate the people 
that cooking with electricity is more ecoMmical 
than with the high price gas. 


MONOXIDE POISONING 


' Many thousands of Americans are daily being 
poisoned insidiously by minute quantities of car- 
bon monoxide — the same gaseous poison that 
brings quick death when inhaled in the form of 
illuminating gas or generated by a motor left 
running in a closed garage. 


If you have chronic headaches, anemia, or 


trouble resulting from burning, irritated eyes, the 
explanation may be that a tiny quantity of the 
gas is escaping from a. defective cook stove, fur- 
nace or lighting fixture, or that you are coming 
in contact with it daily in a badly ventilated 
garage. 


Dr. David I. Macht, Johns Hopkins university 


pharmacologist, sounds this warning: "The dan- 
ger resulting from chronic or insidious poisoning 
by small quantities of this gas is not at all un- 
common and is not sufficiently widely recog- 
nized," declares Dr. Macht. "Many housewives 
are suffering from chronic carbon monoxide 
poisoning because of cooking on gas ranges 
which do not insure complete .combustion of tin 
gas " 
The action of carbon monoxide on the body i 


to prevent the blood cells from taking up oxygen 
with a resulting state of asphyxia. The -sures 
preventive measures against the chronic poison 
tag. described are adequate ventilation and 
periodic examination of heating and lighting 
equipment.
